It is written by Mr. John W. Cole, associated most intimately 
for many years with Mr. Kean, in his private and professional capacity, as 
also with many of the other leading persons introduced. A Biography of 
Mr. C. Kean is also commenced in the Constitutional Press—the new month- 
ly magazine of Messrs, Saunders, Otley, and Co, 


The new Memoirs and other memorials of the poet Shelley, announced a 
few numbers back as to be published by Smith, Elder, and Co., are, we are 
informed, given to the world by the poet’s family, “in order to put the pub- 
lic in possession of the facts requisite to form a true estimate of his character 
and actions, with a view to counteract the effect of certain mis-stafements 
respecting him.” The volume will be edited by Lady Shelley, wife of the 
present Baronet, and will contain letters of interest never before published, 
and an Essay on Christianity, by Perey Bysshe Shelley, which is calculated 
to present the religious views of the poet in a very different light from that 
in which they have hitherto been viewed. 

Sir John Bowring is preparing for the press an account of his late visit to 
the Philippine Islands, in I. M. steamer Magicienne, with special reference 
to the ports of Lamboadgo, Hoilo, and Sual, which have lately been opened 
to foreign commerce. 

Messrs. Williams and Norgate, and Mr. Nutt, whose publication of the 
Vatican Codex gave so much satisfaction, have now conjointly undertaken 
that of the celebrated Alexandrine Codex in the British Museum, a MS. of 
the New Testament that critics are unanimous in regarding as one of the 
most venerable and valuable documents in existence. It has been often col- 
lated dnd once published in facsimile, by that erudite and accurate critic, 
Woide, whose edition appeared in 1786, in folio. This edition will be pub- 
lished uniform with the octavo reprint of the Codex Vaticanus. In its pre- 
paration, however, the editors have the unspeakable advantage of access to 
the original MS., which enables them to guarantee its correctness, It may 
help to suggest the value which will attach to such an edition, to say that 
the Alexandrine manuscript presents no fewer than about nine thousand 
variations from the text of Mill, including variations of orthography and 
reading. my 

Mr. Hotten, the Antiquarian bookseller, announces a Dictionary of Mod- 
ern Slang, Cant, and Vulgar Words, “used at the present day in the streets 
of the City of London, the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, the Houses 
of Parliament, the dens of St. Giles’s, and the palaces of St. James’s;” to be 
preceded by a History of Cant and Vulgar Language, from the Time of 
Henry VIII, showing its connection with the Gipsey tongue. 

Messrs. Knight & Son have just ready a new book on the war, entitled 
Continental Europe from 1792 to 1859, with details of the present war, and 
what led to it, by J. W. King, Author of the Biography of Gavazzi; also, a 
railway edition of Mrs. Troliope’s Travels and Travellers. 

A Few Facets in the Life of Handel, by Mr. W. IL. Calleott, appears this 
week very opportunely. 

An old friend and contemporary in the trade announces his‘retirement 
this month. Mr. Henry Washbourne will have the sincere congratulations 
and good wishes of his brethren upon his relinquishment of business. Messre. 
Bell and Daldy will in future publish many of his books, 
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Messrs. Routledge & Co have lost an active member of their firm by the 
death of Mr. William Warne, which occurred very suddenly after but a few 
days’ illness. Mr. Warne was well known and respected in the trade for his 
excellent judgment and kindly disposition.

In the following List will be found the names of such books only as have been sent to 
this Journal. The titles of all books as they are issued will be regularly inserted in the 
proper column.) . 

T. B. Pererson & Broruers publish another edition of Seott’s Works, con- 
cerning which, and as serving to give a clear description of the various 
editions of this author, issued by the same house, we condense from an arti- 
ele in the Philadelphia Press, “TT. B. Perenson & Brotuers have just issued 
forty four different editions of Sir Walter Scott’s works—containing all, in 
verse and prose, that he ever wrote. These are complete in ten volumes, 
royal octavo. The first volume contains all the poems, large and small, ever 
published by Scott in his life-time, or by his literary executor after his death, 
The notes are given in full, as well as the author's charming biographical in- 
troductions, which appeared exclusively in the Collective edition of 1839, 
and were, indeed, the latest efforts of his mind. Volumes II. to VI. inelu- 
sive, contain the whole of the Waverley Novels, with a glossary of Scotticisms, 
and all the Introductions and Notes of the Author’s own pet-edition, pub- 
lished in 1828-"30. Peterson has these novels now in course of weekly issue, 
at 25 cents each novel—the original selling price having been $7 56 each. 
Vol. VII contains the Tales of a Grandfather, written for Mr. Lockhart’s son, 
and the Histsry of Seotlan@ published in Lardner’s Cabinet Cyclopedia. Vol. 
VIII contains the Lives of Dryden and Swift; biographies of the British 
novelists ; Seott’s dramatie works ; Paul’s Letters to his Kinsfolk, which treats 
of Waterloo, and the celebrated Hundred Days; the Eyrrbiggia-Saga, (Ice- 
landie mythology ;) the Essays on Chivalry, Romance, and the Drama, writ- 
ten by Scott for the Hacyclopedia Britannica; the Religious Discourses, 
which he wrote for a young clerical friend ; and Letters on Demonology and 
Witcheraft, first published in Murray's Family Library. Volume [X in- 
eludes the whole of the Life of Napoleon Bonaparte, corrected after his 
death, by Lockhart, from two interleaved copies, containing corrections of 
the text and notes. The Tenth and last volume, of this edition, contains the 
whole Life of Sir Walter Sectt, by J. G. Lockhart, his son-in-law and literary 
executor—a work which takes its place in Enghsh literature only afier Bos- 
well’s Johnson. The Illustrations consist of Newton’s portrait of Scott, a 
vignette view of Abbottsford, (for the aceuracy of which we vouch,) and a 
medallion head of “ The Greaf Unknown,” impressed upon each cover. From 
this catalogue, it will be seen that this edition includes every line of the 
Edinburgh, or fullest editions of Scott’s works. Jt does more. In 1828, Seott 
contributed an article on Moliere, to the Foreign Quarterly Review, edited by 
his friend, Mr. R. P. Gilhes. The fact is mentioned in the seventy-fifth chap- 
ter of the Life, by Lockhart, and again in the List of Scott’s fugitive pieces. 
It also contains his celebrated essay upon Hoffman, the German novelist, 
contributed to the Foreign Quarterly in 1827. These articles, never yet in- 
eluded in any European edition of Scott’s writings, are appended to the Life, 
by Lockhart, and will take rank, at once, as Scott’s finest pieces of biograph- 
ical criticism. ‘The ten-volume edition which we have thus described, from 
a rather rapid examination of the printed sheets, contains oveer 7,000 pages 
royal 8vo.,in ten volumes. In England, this collection in the slightest 
boards, costs one hundred and twenty-five dollars. Peterson’s edition, in 
black cloth, sells for twelve dollars. The Waverley novels in similar bind- 
ing, will be separately sold at six dollars forfive large 8vo. volumes. The 
force of cheapness can no farther go.” 

A. S. Barnes & Burr publish ‘‘ The Life of General Garibaldi, written by 
himself, with Sketches of his Companions in Arms; ” translated by his friend 
and admirer, Theodore Dwight, author of “ A Tour in Italy in 1821,” “ The 
Roman Republic in 1845,” ete. The translator says: ‘‘ The world has heard 
the fame of Giuseppe Garibaldi, the distinguished soldier who nobly fought 
for South American liberty, and gloriously defended Rome in 1849; but few 
men have been acquainted with the details of his life, many of which we 
now present, written by his own pen. In the following pages will be found 
ample evidence of several facts highly interesting and instructive, as they 
prove the origin of his greatness to be a pure and noble heart, a character 
eminently humane and disinterested, and show that one object which he had 
in view in training his countrymen in South America to fight for freedom 
there, was to prepare them for the service of the same cause in their native 
dand, whenever the time should arrive. In the Italian revolutions of 1848 
and 1849, he first brought this design into practice, particularly by 
gallantly repulsing, with an insignificant force, eight thousand Frenchmen 
from the gates ot Rome, and by routing the army and king of Naples 
on their own frontiers. He gained seareely less honor by his splendid 
retreat after the fall of Rome, before two overwhelming armies of French 
and Austrians; and by his noble endurance of adversity, in various 
forms, in America and Europe. Garibaldi has now been recalled to the 
field, and under circumstances of the highest interest. He is in command of 
the Patriotic Volunteers who began to pour into Piedmont, from all parts of 
Italy, onthe announcement of the Austrian invasion; and, before this work 
can pass through the press, events of the highest moment must transpire. 
But, whatever may be the results, the following pages must increase in in- 
terest with time, as they record some of the great deeds of one of the noblest 
and most distinguished soldiers of the age.” 




















D. Arrteton & Co. have got out “ Popular Tales from the Norse, by Geo. 
Webbe Dasent, with an “ Introductory Hssay on the Origin and Diffusion of 
Popular Tales.” We extract the following Notice: “ These translations from the 
Norske Folkeeventyr, collected with such freshness and faithfulness by MM. 
AsbjOrnsen and Moe, have been made at various times and at long intervals 
during the last fifteen years ; a fact which is mentioned only to account for 
any variations in style or tone—of which, however, the translator is uncon- 
scious—that a critical eye may detect in this volume, One of them, Zhe
